NATIVE FRUIT 
IMPROVEMENT 


Downstream fiom Rocky Mount-| 
House an unusual project is under| 
way. Forty acres of uncultivated 
land have been set aside for study 
and improvement of Alberta’s na- 
tive fruits. Blueberries and c1an- 
berries will revcive special at- 
tention, as the work progréssen:| 
Planning the experiments are hor- 
ticulturists of t.e University of 
Albeita. 

‘For sometime there has been in- 
terest in this wild fruit improve- 
ment iden but one difficulty has 
been to find a suitable site for the 
experiments. Cranberries and! 
bluberries are both very particu-j 
lar as to where they grow, and 
interestingly enough they thrive 
on the sandhills and boglands that 
are shunned by the knowledge- 
able land seeker. 

Why they thrive on these acid 
wastelands is told by Dr, R. J. 
Hilton, professor of horticulture} 
Blueberry snd cranberry plants! 
do not have root hairs, he says, 
80 tiizxy have to rely on other 
means of gettin their soil, water) 
and nutrients. For this they de-| 
pend on certain soil fungi wi.ich 
live in the outer cells of the plant 
roots, These fungi take in water 
and soil nutrients for the plant,| 
and in exchange receive a share! 
of the starci'es and sugars pro- 
duced by the plant. The plants 
need the fungi, and the fungi need 
an acid soil. : 

Various means to this wild 
fruit improvement end are 
planned by the scientists. The en- 
vironment might be changed by 
removing competitive and shade 
producing plants, by irrigating 
during dry periods, by fertilizing 

and by mulshinz, With the wide 
variability in all native plants! 
the larger fruited and more pro- 
ductive types might be selected and| 
increased. Large fruited cultivated 
blueberries and cranberries might 
be introduced to impart some of 
their desired qualities in cross2s

In 1841 he asked his good neigh- 
bor George Essen, about to return 
to his home in Kincardine, Scot- 
Jand, for a: holiday, to send him 
a sample of any good wheat he 
might see, Essen forgot the prom- 
ise until, by accident he found 
himself on the quayside at Glas- 
gow, watching a ship from Dan- 
zig unload a cargo of wheat, More 
to. please his neighbor than with 
any serious intention, he bought 
a@ bushel of the wheat and ship- 
ped it to Fife. It reached Fife 
early in the spring of 1842,

Fife cultivated 
them, His wife saved them from 
grazing-cattle and, in the fall, 


Fife harvested three ears—a crop 
which could be held in the cup of 


one hand, Yet this nameless seed 
had matured in 110 days—10 to 
20 days less.than any other spring 
wheat then known in this coun- 
try. 

The kernel, obviously, was not 
part of the cargo from whence it 
had come. It must have been part 
of an earlier cargo. In 1843 Fife 
had half a pint of seed and the 
early maturing quality persisted. 
The third year he had half a 
bushel and could let interested 
neighbors grow a little. For lack 
of any clue to its identity, Fife 
named it after himself, The ad- 
jective “Red” merely described its 
coloration, 

Not until 1908 when Dr, Saun- 
ders head of the Cereal Division 
of the Central Experimental farm 
collected every obtainable strain 
of wheat the world over and grew 
them was the origin of Red Fife 
discovered it had come from 
Claicia, 


Red Fife by reducing the grow- 
ing season vastly enlarged the 
spring wheat area of Canada, Red 
Fife made wheat growing possible 
here in Manitoba. Our first ex- 
port was of Red Fife to Ontario 
in 1867-77, 

Later Dr. Saunders developed 
Marquis wheat by crossing ‘ted 
Fife with Hard Red Calcutta 
wheat—a hardy variety grown in 
the Himalayas of India. Marquis 
matured in 100 days and this vast- 
ly enlarged the wheat growing 
areas here on the prairies, Other 
varieties have still further reduc- 
ed the growing season. Each day 
gained moves the boundary of 
wheat growing northwards some 
10 to 15 miles. 

But vall:*these later varieties 
have been sired: by Red Fife. All 
spring from the ‘one seed which, 
in 1842, sprouted three tender 
shoots and yielded a harvest of a 
few dozen kernels,

pense are most frequently obtain- 
ed by broad scale estimates of 
the sales value of products com- 
pared with money spent by the 
farmer for equipment and supplies 
necesary to operate his farm. 
There is no better method, how- 
ever, of measuring the financial 
success or failure of the individual 
from than that of keeping a set 
of accounts. These accounts, even 
if kept to furnish details for the 


purpose of preparing an ahnuat| ( 


business summary, need only fol- 
low a very simple pattern. 

The first step is to post an in- 
ventory. This is of particular 
value, especially under present 
conditions, when at the end of the 
year a large volume of products 
remain to be marketed on many 
farms. An inventory, preferably 
set up at the year-end, is best 
arranged under the following divi- 
sions—(a) land and buildings, 
(b) machinery and equipment, (c) 
livestock, (d) feed, seed and sup- 
plies on hand, (e) accounts re- 
ceivable, (f) accounts payable. 
Once a complete inventory is 
posted all that is necessary dur- 
ing the year is to keep two ac- 
counts; one for income, the other 
for expense for all items pertain- 
ing to the operation of the farm. 
The living expenses of the family 
should not be part of the farm ac- 
count. From these accounts, in-
